Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney complained that the examiner was not specific 
enough about the specification objections and rejections. Applicant's attorney is incorrect about rejections since there 
are no rejections but only objections, which is keeping this application from allowance. The Office action of September 
24, 2004 is very clear in paragraphs 7 and 9 about Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s). A 
reference to and brief description of the drawings as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .74 is needed. Applicant's attorney willfully 
decided not to identity what section of the specification is the Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawings in 
his response of November 26, 2004. Applicant's attorney is a registered attorney with the United States Patent Office 
and should know about 37 CFR§1.74, ignorance and non-compliance of this rule is no excuse. Applicant's attorney 
then argued that on page 5 states the Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawings. The examiner has taken 
a look at page 5 of the specification and there is no section identified as Brief Description of the Several Views of the 
Drawings. Applicant's attorney may submit arguments and evidence backing his argument that that page 5 is the Brief 
Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) or may submit an amendment so the examiner may pass this 
application to allowance. If applicant's attorney submits arguments the Director's Office and the Office of Petitions shall 
review this application . 
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
